Control-liners were started in the 
war time, because free flights mixed up 
inexperienced air plane spotters 3 who re¬ 
ported strange planes flying by* So out 
comes the fighter force and behold a cab¬ 
ined free flight, so comes the control 
liners*. 

There arc three methods ; of flying 
tho control lino model airplanes. The first Joan David andTAHcnn

one is a one wire affair called the G-lino 
developed and pattented by the Victor Sta- 
nzcl Co* of Shumbcrg,' Texas* It was the 
first commercial control-line model system 
on the market* Originally this control 
system consisted altogether of a single 
line anchored to the wing tip or to the 
side of the fuselage, the other end of it 
was anchored to a bambo fish pole* This 
kind wasn T t so hot because it left out 
elevator control and the plane went just 
on a level, course* So comes Jim. Walker ? s 
U-control system with elevator control* 
Walkers TJ-control system consists of two 
wires leading down the wing inside the 
fuselage to a boil cranky then connected 
to the same bell crank is a wire which 
goes to a hook on tho elevator* 

Next come Stanzcl ! s design using two 
steel control linos; a roller control and 
a directional control stick* This is it 
now but as the years go by, controls, pla¬ 
nes, eng inc s , and eve rything in the wo rid 
will change including mon ! s theories*
